MEPHISTOPHILES MORTON.

Senator Morton says this evening 
that he means to materially amend his 
bill providing for the counting of the 
electoral vote, but has not yet deter- 
mined in what important regard he will 
change its present provisions. He says 
that as it now stands it will not meet 
the case, as the circumstances have 
changed and are not such as he con- 
templated when he framed the bill 
originaliy. He cited one issue which 
may arise and which is to be provided 
for and said that though he may have 
previously contended that when two 
sets of certificates came up to be 
upon the president of the senate could 
not decide which set was to be ac- 
cepted, and hence, as they were con- 
flicting, both would have to be ignored, 
and the state must lose its vote, yet he 
now inclines to the opinion that the 
president of the senate must take the 
‘eopunsibility of deciding which shall 
be announced.

Welearn trom these 
answers that the average annual cost 
of “a full farm hand” in the state is 
$192 80. High as this is, eighty-eigut 
per cent of the department’s corre- 
pondents report the wages system the 
most profitable of all known plans for 
making a crop. 

_ Ninety-three per cent of the corres- 
pondents report a general disposition 
un the part of farmers to still further 
diversify their crops, and te give more 
attention to the raising of stock. Eigh- 
teen per cent more pork has been made 
this year than was made last year. 
This is a gratifying fact, and, in connec- 
tion with the further fact that our 
farmers have generally abandoned the 
speculative system of farming, itleads 
the commissioner to say in conclusion: 
“Evervthing considered, agriculture 
is on a more substantial basis in Geor- 
gia than at any time since the late war. 
The farmers of the state will find it 
aecessary to purchase but little on a 
credit.next vear, and they are urged 
to continue the same wise policy in the 
future that has guided them this year. 
With economy and prudence in the 
purchase of commercial fertilizers, care 
in husbanding home manurial resour- 
ces, and a proper combination of. the 
two, followed by a judicious applica- 
tion of them to the soil—with a con- 
tinuance of the wise policy of diversi-

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EFFECIS OF THE MUDDLE. 


The bold attempt of the office-holders 
to preserve their power by robbing the 
people of the right to choose their pub- 
lic servants, has brought the silence of 
death upon a: least the trade with the 
south. All branches of the manufact- 
ures,” says the New York daily Bulle- 
tin, “have naturally looked to this 
quarter as a large market for 
their products; and the uncertainty 
of their political future has for the 
present completely paralyzed the 
trade.“ The manufacturers of Phila- 
delphia feel the change. They are not 
making lines of goods adapted to south- 
ern markets, deeming it prudent to 
confine their business to supplying the 
western and home demand. This 
stoppage of milis and paralysis of trade, 
combined with an unusually early 
rigorous winter, is producing no little 
suffering and uneasiness in northern 
cities; and it would not be strange if 
the scheme of the audacious conspira- 
tors.culminated in bread riots. In New 
York city alone fifty thousand mechan- 
ics and laborers are without employ- 
ment and without money. 

This state of things led last week to 
a meeting of prominent capitalists and 
business meu in New York to discuss 
the business aspect of the political 
situation. They met by invitation at 
the house of Mr, William E. Dodge, a 
leading republican and business man 
of New York. Such men as Robert 
Lenox Kennedy, president of the bank 
of Commerce, John J. Astor, Henry 
Havemeyer, ,Howard Potter of Brown 
Brothers & Co., George W. Lane and 
A: A. Lowe were present. Both 
parties were present, but no politi- 
cians were invited. The object of the 
meeting was to devise “an honest set- 
tiement that would be acquiesced in 
from every quarter. A general con ver- 
sation led to the resolution to hold 
another and a larger meeting,excluding 
politicians and including solid business 
men It is claimed that the meeting 
had a deeper meaning than was seen 
on the face of it; that it was the initial 
of a movement that contemplates a 
demonstration by the business interests 
of the city and nation to vrotest against 
the seating of any man iu the presidęn- 
tial chair through any fraud- 
ulent process. “We expect, 
said Mr. Dodge after the meeting was 
over, “to get an expression from the 
business men before tLe reassembling 
of congress after the holiday recess, and 
one that will be heeded by that body. 
Those who were here to-night seemed 
to feel, as I do, that politics ought in 
this emergency to serve the real in- 
terest of the country. Not a politician 
was here, and none will, I am coufi- 
dent, be expected to take part in this 
movement, I have no doubt that there 
will be an address to congrese submit- 
ted to business men for signature. Pos. 
sibly a definite plan for accomplishing 
the object will be embodied in the ad- 
dress.”

THE JETT TRIAL. 


THIRD DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Sheoting Off of the Heavy Guus on 
Both Sides. 


WAITING FCB THE VERDICT, 

Perhaps no jury in Fulton county 
ever had criminal law more per istently and 
vigorously hammered into them than the 
twelve afflicted men who are at present en- 
gaged upon the Jett case. From nine o’clock 
yes‘erda, morning until dark yesterday after- 
noon, it has been hurled at them with tremen- 
dous energy by some of the biggest guns at our 
bar. 

The court opened with a pretty fair attend 
ance, but the spectators melted away gradually 
under the crushing effect of the legai eloquence 
of which the room was unpileasantly full, and 
by dark only a few witnesses and policemen, be- 
sides the prisouer and coupsel, were remaining 

THE ARGUMENT OPENED 

with an earnest effort from Colonel T. P. West- 
moreland for the prosecution The Colone! 
didn't want to hang anybody iu particular, but 
was satisfied that a murder had been done. He 
spoke nearly two hours, and before he sat down 
we were under the impression that we agreed 
with nim. 

Next came Colonel W. H. Huisey, one of the 
prisoner's counsel, who saw things in exactly the 
opposite light. By the time this ableattorney 
had concluded, we. too, thought we saw things 
somewhat differently. We thought we saw 
footprints somewhere of a ku-klux conspiracy 
to exterminate young Jett, and felt that if we 
had been in his place, we might not have been 
contented with killing one man, but might 
probably have gone in fora half dozen more. 

Then came the solicitor general with his per- 
suasive eloquence in behalf of the state, and 

gain rose up the grim phantom of mur 
ar in all of its horrid outlines. So- 
licitor general Glenn's effort was highly spoken 
of, and was very powerful. The fight was con- 
cluded by Gen. Garirell who spoke in behalf of 
tha prisoner from early after dinner to 6 o’clock 
The general's speech was one of his best, and 
the jury were show a multiplicity of ways in 
which Jett could have killed Akridge and not 
be guilty. The only question left for their con- 
sideration being, did he kill him in any one of 
these ways. The position of the defence a 
gathered from «heir argument, seemed to be, 
that right ously Jett was guilty of nothing but 
justifiable homicide, and if not that, then o 
voluntary manslaughter. They have labored 
hard and faithfully for their client, andif y.une 
Jett is acquitted ne will owe much to his law 
yers. Hesat among his attorneys during the 
argument, and preserved the most perfect com- 
posure. He is i youug man of considerable 
nerve, and probably coufident of an acquittal. 
Occasionally during the argument of the state's 
attorney’s, some pretty hard things was said 
about hisconductand motives, but thy pro 
duced just about as much effect on him as if 
they had been thrown against a rock wall Jett's 
cool and many behavior rather had the eff ct of 
exciting the sympathies of a portion of the au- 
dience. 

THE CHARGE OF JUDGE BUCHANAN. 

The charge of the court to the jury was com- 
menced about six o’clook, and occupied a little 
over a quarter of an hour. The bewildered and 
reckless looking jury looked actualiy re'ieved 
whea the judge comm2nced to speak. The 
charge was clear and [ul y characterized by care- 
ul impartiality, Indeed it was made up almost 
entirely from sections ol the code upon murder, 
manslaughter, malice,end the decisions of the 
Supreme court, upon these branches. 
ne subjects of presumptions, doubts. 
aad the degree of certainty 
essenti 1 toa conviction were also fully com- 
mented upon. At twenty minutes past six 
o'clock the jury retired to their room, and are 
there yet. 

Shortly afterwards cour: was adjourned, with 
lustructions from the judge to summons him at 
any hour of the night they might agree. Court 
will then be at once convened and the verdict 
received. 

At ten o’clock last night the jury were busy 
discussing the case in their room, with no inti- 
mation of coming to an agreement.

NO FIRE- on ACKERS, TIN-HORNS,

TO BE PERMIAITED. 


The Resolutions of Council Upon the 
Subject. 


— = 


We direct the attention of our read- 
ers to the instructions from the police commis 
sioners to the chief of the force, published else- 
where. They are given for the purpose of car- 
ryinginto effect the ordinance iutroduced by 
Alderman Jones, and adopted by council al 
their last meeting. 

THE ORDINANCE 

reads as follows: ‘ Resolved, that the police 
commissioners be and they are hereby requested 
to instruct the police force to vigorously enforce 
the city ordinnaces prohibiting disorderly core 
duct and discharge of fre arms and fire-creckers 
and fire-works in the streets of the city during 
the Christmas holidays, and especiaily to sup- 
press gatherings and processions of men and 
boys blowing horns, beating pans, and other- 
wise actiug in a disorderly manner.” 

It is the inteution of the poli¢e authorities to 
stop the disorder and boisterous conduct which, 
we regret to say, were seen everywhere in the 
city last Christmas.

We are 
informed by the police thata number of well- 
known negro rou zhs are openly averring their 
determination to fire crackers and bow horns 
inspite of the ordinance, and say they don’t 
care if they are arrested, the mayor will turn 
them luose. We hope his honor will show them 
this time they are mistaken.
